ing to the same; and also directing me at 
once to transfer to Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, 
who has this day been authorized and em- 
powered to act as SecretuBy of War ad 
interim, all records, books, papers, and 
' other public property now in my custody 
and ebarge. Under a sense of public 
duty, I am compelletl to deny your right 
' under the Constitution and iawj of the 
, United States, without the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, and without legal 
I cause, to suspend me from office a.s Secre- 
i lary of War, or the exercise oCauy or all 
fuui'tioDS pertaining to the same, or with- 
I out such advice and consent to compel 
: me to transfer to any person the records, 

! books, papers, and public property in my 
I custody as Secretary. But, inasmuch as 
the General commanding the armies of 
the United Slates has been appointed ad 
interim, and has notified me that he has 
accepted the appointment, I have no al- 
ternative but to submit, under protest, to 
superior force. 

“To the President." 

The suspension has not been revoked, 
and the business of the War Department 
is conducted by the Secretary ad interim. 
Prior to the date of this suspension, I had 
come to the conclusion that the time had 
arrived when it was proper .Mr. Stanton 
should retire from my Cabinet The mu- 
tual coutidence and general accord which 
should exist in such a relation had ceased. 

1 tupposed that Mr. Stanton was well ad- 
vist d that his continuance in the Cabinet 
was contrary to my wishes, fur 1 bad re- 
peatedly given him so to understand by 
every mode short of an express request 
that he should resign. Having waited 
lull lime for the voluntary action of Mr. 
.Stanton, and seeing no manifestation on 
bis part of an intention to resign, I ad- 
Urcs>td him the following note on the 5tb 
of August: 

“Sir; Public considerations of a high 
character roustrain me to say that your 
resignation as Secretary of War will be 
accepted. ’ 

To this note I received the following re- 
ply

“WA.siiiJtOTiix, Aug 5, IS67, j 

“Sir; Voiir note of thi.s d.vy has been 
received, statiug that public considera- 
tions of a high character constrain you to 
suy that my resignation bs Secretary of 
War will be accepted, lii reply I have 
the honor to say that public con.iidera- 
tiona ot a high character, which aluiit 
have induced me to continue at tbe head 
of this departmeut, constrain me not to 
resign the office of Secretary of War be- 
fore the next meeting of Congress,” 

This reply of Mr. Stanton was not mere- 
ly a declination of compliance with the 
request for diis resignation; it was a de- 
fiance, and something more. Mr. Stanton 
does not content himself with assuming 
that public considerations bearing upon 
bis continuance in office form as fully a 
rule of action for himself as for the Presi- 
dent, and that upon so delicate a question 
as tbe fitness of an oilicer for contiuuauce 
ill bis office the officer is as competent and 
as impartial to decide as his superior, 
who is responsible for his conduct; but he 
goes further, and plainly intimates what 
he means by “public considerations of a 
high character;" aud this is nothing else 
than his loss of confidence in his superior. 
He says that these public cou.siderations 
have “alone induced me to continue at the 
head of this department, " aud that they 
‘‘constiaiii me not to resign the office 
of .Secretary of War before the ne.xt meet- 
ing of Congress." 

'] his langu.uge is very signiG-ant. Mr. 
Stanton bolds the position unwillingly, 
lie is ready to leave when it is s: 4 te to 
leave, and as the danger whieh he appre- 
hends from bis removal then will not exist 
when Congiess is here, he is constrained 
to remain during the interim. What, 
then, is that danger which can only bu 
averted by the presence of -Mr. Stanton or 
of Congress? Mr. Stanton does not say 
that “public considerations of a high 
character" constrain him to hold ou to tbe 
office ii definitely. He does not say that 
no one other than himself can at any time 
be found to take his place and perform 
his duties On the contrary, he expresses 
a dcsiie to leave the office at the earliest 
motr.etit consistent with these high public 
I ofsiJcratious. 

He fays, in effect, that while Congress 
j is awnyhe must remain, but that when 
Congress is here Le can go. In other 
j words, lie Las lost confidence in the Presi- 
' (lent. He is unwilling to leave the War 
Department iu bis hands, or iu the hauls 
j of any one the President m.iy appoint or 
I de.'igimie to perform it.s duties. If he re- 
I sighs, the President may appoint a Seere- 
tar}' of War that Mr. Stanton does not ap- 
prove. Therefore, he wil! not resign. But, 

: when Congress is in se.ssion, the Presi- 
dent cannot appoint a Secretary ot War 
which the .Senate does not approve. 
Consequently, when Congress meets Mr. 
Stanton is ready to resign. 

Whatever cogency these “considera- 
tions" may have had upon .Mr. Staiiton, 
whatever right he may have bad to enter- 
tain such considerations, whatever pro- 
priety there might be in the expression of 
them to others, one thing is certain, it was 
official misconduct, to .say the least of it, 
to parade them before his superior. 

I'pon the receipt of this extraordinary 
note, I only delayed the order of suspen- 
pensien long enough to make the neces- 
sary arrangements to fill the office. If 
this were the only cause for his suspen- 
sion it would lie ample. Necessarily it 
must end our mo.->t important official rela- 
tions, for I cannot imagine a degree of ef- 
frt.ntery which would embolden the head 
of a Department to fake his seat at the 
council table in the Pixecutive Man.sion 
after such an act. Korean 1 imagine a 
Prt sident ."o forgetful of the proper re- 
I FI ef t and dignity which belong to hi.s of- 
fice a.s to submit to such intrusion. I will 
not do Mr. Stanton the wrong to suppose 
that he entertained any idea of ort'cringto 
act as oi>e of my constitutional advisers 
alter that note was written. There was 
an interval of a week between that date 
aud the order of suspension, during which 
two Cabinet meetings were held. Mr. 
Stanton did not present himtelf at either, 
ntr was he expected. 

On the 12th of August Mr. Stanton was 
iiotifitd cf liis suspens on, and that Gen 
(irau'i Lad been authorized to take charge 
ot the Departmeut. la his answer to this 



notification, of the same date, Mr. S an- 
ton expresses him.self as follows 

' Under a .sense of public duly I am com- 
pelled to deny your right, under tlie C’.jn- 
slitution and laws of the L'niteJ Statqs, I 
without the advice and consent of the i 
Senate, to suspend me from office as Sec- 
retary of War, or the exercise of any or all 
functions pertaining to the same, or, with- ' 
out such advice and consent, to compel 
me to transfer to any person the records, 
books, paper.", ami public property in ray 
custody as Secretary. But, inasmuch as 
the General commanding the armies of 
the United Stales has been appointed ad 
interim, and has notified roe that he has 
accepted the appointment, I hare no al- 
ternative blit to submit, under protest, to 
superior force.’’ 

it will not escape attention that in his 
note of August o, Mr. Stanton stated that 
he had been constrained to continue in 
the office, even before he waa requested to 
resign, by considerations of a high p'ihlic 
character. In his note of Augii.st 12, a 
new and different sense of public duty 
compels him to deny the I’resideiit's right 
to suspend him from office without the 
consent of the Senate. This la.st is the 
public duty of resisting an act contrary to 
law, and he cliarges the President with vi- 
olation of the law in ordering his sus- 
pension. 

Mr. Stanton refers generally to the 
“Constilulion and laws of the L'nited 
States, and says that a sense of public 
duty “under ' these compels him to deny 
the right of the President to suspend him 
from office. As to his sense of duty under 
the Con.stitntion, that will be considered 
j in the sequel. As to his sense of duty un- 
der “tl\e laws of the L'nited States, he 
certainly cannot refer to the law which 
creates the War Department, for that ex- 
pressly confers upon the President the un- 
limited right to remove the head of the de- 
partment. The only other law bearing 
upon tbe question is the Tenure of Oifice 
act. patsed by Congress over the Presi- 
dential veto, March 2, 1867. This is the 
law which, under a seu."e of public duty, 
Mr. Stanton volunteers to defend. 

There is no provision in this law which 
compels any officer coming within its pro- 
visions to remain in office. It forbids re- 
movals, not resignations. Mr. Stanton 
was perfectly free to resign at any mo- 
ment, either upon his own motion or in 
compliance with a request or an order. 
It was a matter of choice or taste. There 
was nothing compulsory in the nature of 
legal obligation. Nor does he put his ac- 
tion upon that imperative ground. He 
says lie acts under a “sense of public du- 
ty, ’ not of legal oliligation, compelling 
him to bold on, and leaving him no choice. 
The public duly which is upon him arises 
from the respect which he owes to the 
Constitution aud tbe laws, violated in his 
oivn ca.se. He is, therefore, compelled by 
his sense of public duty to vindicate vio- 
lated law and to stand as its champion. 

This was not the first occasion in which 
Mr. Stanton, in the discharge of a public 
duty, was called upon to consider the pro- 
visions of that law. The Tenure of Oifice 
law did not pass witbont notice. Like 
other acts, it wa.s sent to the President 
for approval. As is my custom, I submit- 
ted its consideration to my Cabinet for 
their advice upon the question, whether 1 
should approve it nr not L was a grave 
question of constitutional law, in which I 
would, of course, rely most upon the opin- 
ion of the Attorney General and of Mr. 
Stanton, who had once been Attorney- 
General. 

Every member of my Cabinet advised 
me that tbe proposed law was unconstitu- 
tional. All spoke without doubt or reser- 
vation; but Mr. Stanton s condemnation 
of the law was the most elaborate and em- 
phatic. He referred to the constitutional 
provisions, the deliateg in Congress — es- 
pecially to the speech of Mr. Buchanan 
when a Senator — to the decisions of the 
Supreme Court, and to the usage from the 
Leginniug of the Government through 
every successive administration, all con- 
curring to establish the right of removal 
as vested by the Constitution io the Pres- 
ideuL To all these he added the weight 
uf his own dclibtrate judgment, and ad- 
vised me that it was my duty to Jefeud 
the power of the President from usurpa- 
tion, and to veto the law. 

1 do not know wheu a sense of public 
duty is more imperatire upon a head of 
department than upon such au occasion 
'as this. He acts then under the gravest 
obligutious of law: lor when he is called 
upon by the Presideut for advice, it is the 
Constitution which speaks to' him. All 
bis other duties are left by the Constitu- 
tion to be regulated by statute; but this 
duty was deemed so momeutous that it is 
iuipo»ed by the Constitution itself. 

After all this, I was not prepared for 
the ground taken by Mr. Stanton in his 
note of August 12. 1 was net prepared to 

find him compelled, by a new and indefi- 
nite sense of public duty under “the Con- 
stitution," to assume the vindication of a 
law which, under the solemn obligations 
of public duty, imposed by the Constitu- 
tiou itself, he advised me was a violation 
of that Constitution. I make great allow- 
ance for a change of opinion; but .such a 
change as this hardly falls within the 
limits of great iudulgence. Where our 
opiuiens take the shape of advice and in- 
tliience the action of others, the utmost 
stretch of charity will justify us in re- 
pudiating them when they come to be ap- 
plied to ourselves. 

I But to proceed with the narrative. I 
was so much struck with tbe full mastery 
of the question by .Mr. Stauton, and was 
at the time so fully occupied with the pre- 
paration of another veto upon the pend- 
ing reconstruction act, that I requested 
him to prepare the veto upon this I'enure- 
of-Office bill. This he declined to do, on 
the ground of physical disa'uilily to un- 
dergo, at the time, the labor of writing, 
but .sta’ed his readiness to furnish what 
aid might he required in the preparation 
of materials for that paper. 

At the time the subject was before the 
Cabinet it seemed to be taken for grant->d 
that as to those members of the Cabinet 
who bad been appointed by Mr. Lincoln 
their tenure of office was not fixed by the 
provisions of the act. I do not remember 
that the point was di.stinctly decided, but 
1 well recollect that it was suggested by 
one member ol the Cabinet who was ap- 
l>ointcd by Mr. Lincoln, and that no dis- 
fc-nt wa.s expressed. 

Whether the point was well taken or 
not. did not seem to ma. of any con.se- 
quente, for the unanimous expression of 
o]iir.ion against the constitutionality an I 
policy of the act was so decide 1 that ! felt 
no coucern, so far as the act had reference 
to the gentlemen then present, that I 
would be embarrassed in the future. Tbe 
hill had uot then become a law. The lim- 
ilntiflii upon the power of removal was not 
yet imposed, and there was yet time to 
make any changes. If any oue ol these 
gentlemen had then said to me that he 
would avail himself of the provisions of 
that bill in case it became a law, I should 
not have hesitated a moment as to his re- 
moval. No pledge was then cxpre.ssly 
givi'u or required. But there are circum- 
stances when to give an expre.ss pledge is 
not netes.sary, and when to require it is 
an imputation of possible bad faith. 1 
felt that if these gentlemen came within 
tbe purview of the bill it wa.s, as to them, 
a dead letter, and that none of them would 
ever take refuge under its provisions. 

I now jiass to another subject. When, 
on the 16th of April, 1866. the duties of the 
I’rt-tideiitiul office devolved upon m*. 1 
found a full Cabinet of seven members, 
all ol them selected by Mr. Lincoln. I 
made no change, vn the c itrary, 1 
shortly afterward ratified a change deter- 
mined upon by Mr. Lincoln, but uot per- 
fected at his death, and admitted his ap- 
poiutee, Mr. Harlan, in the place of .Mr. 
Usher, who was in office at the time. 

The great duty of the time was to re- 
establish government, law, and order in 
the insurrectionary States. Congress was 
then in recess, and the sudden Bverthrow of 
the rebellion required speedy action. This 
grave subject had engaged the attention 
of Mr. Lincoln in the last days of his life, 
nnd the plan according to which it was to 
be nmnaged had been prepared and was 
ready lor adoption. A leading feature of 
that plan wa.s that it should he carried out 
by the Executive authority, for. so far as 
1 have been informed, neither Mr. Lincoln 
r.or any member of his Cabinet doubted 
his aulhotily to aet or proposed to call an 
extra sessli-a of Congress to do the work. 
The lir&l business transacted in Cabinet 
‘nfter I became BresiJent was this unfin- 
ished business uf my predecessor. A plan 



or scheme of reconstruction was produced, 
which had been prepared for .Mr. Lincoln 
by Mr. Stanton, his Secretary of War. It 
, was approved, and, at the earliest moment 
practicable, was applied in the form of a 
proclamation to the State of North Caro- 
lina, and afterward became the basis of 
action in turn for the other States. 

I poD the examination of Mr. Stanton 
befofe the Impeachment Committee, he ' 
was asked the following question : “Did' 
any of the Cabinet express a doubt of the 
power of the Executive branch of the 
Government to reorganize State govern- 
ments which had been in rebellion, with- 
out the aid of Congress'?" He answered — 
“None, whatever. “I bad, myself, enter- 
tained DO doubt of the authority of th* 
I’resident to take measures for the organ- 
ization of t he rebel States on the plan pro- 
posed, during the vacation of Congress, 
and agreed in the plan spei ified in the 
pruclamatiou iu the case ot North Caro- 
lina.’’ 

There is, perhaps no act of my admin- 
istration for which 1 have been denounced 
more than this. It was not originated by 
me; but 1 shrink from no respjusiuility 
on that account, fur the plan approved 
itself to my judgment, and 1 did not hesi- 
tate to carry it into execution. 

Thus far, and upon this vital policy, 
there was perfect accord between the Cab- 
inet and myself, and 1 s;iw no necessity 
for a change. 

As time passed on there was developed 
an unfortunate difference of opinion and 
policy between Congress and the Presi- 
dent upon this same subject and upon the 
ultimate ba.sis upon which the reconstruc- 
' tion of these States should proceed, espe- 
I cially upon the question of negro suf- 
j frage. 

I L'pon this point three members of the 
I Cabinet found themselves to be in sympa- 
thy with Congress. They remained only 
long enough to see that the difference of 
policy could not be reconciled. 'They felt 
I that they should remain no longer, and a 
I high sense of duty and propriety con- 
I strained them to resign their po.sitions. 
M e parted with mutual respect for the 
sincerity of each other in opposite opin- 
ions, aud niutual regret that the difference 
I waa on points so vital as to require a sev- 
erance of official relations. This was in 
tbe summer of 1866. Tbe subsequent 
sessions of Congress developed new com- 
plications when the suffrage bill for the 
District of Columbia and the reconstruc- 
tion acts of March 2d and March 23. 1867, 
were passed over the veto. It was in Cab- 
inet consultations upon these bills that a 
difference of opinion upon the most vital 
points was developed. Upon these ques- 
tions there was perfect accord between the 
members of the Cabinet aud myaelf ex- 
cept Mr. Stanton. He stood alone, and 
the difference of opinion could not be 
reconciled. That unity of opinion which 
upon great questioDs uf public policy or 
administration is so essential to the Exec- 
utive was gone. 

I do not claim that the bea<l of a de- 
partment should have no other opinions 
than those of the I’resident. He has the 
same right, in the conacientions discharge 
of dnty, to entertain and express his own 
opinions as has the President. What Ido 
claim is that the President is the respon- 
sible head of the Administration, and 
when the opinions of the head of a de- 
partment are irreconcilably opposed to 
those of the President, in grave matters 
of policy and administration, there is bat 
one result which can solve the difficulty, 
and that ia a severance of the official re- 
lation. TMs, in tbe past history of tbe 
Government, has always been the rule; 
and it is a wise one, for such differen yes of 
opinion among its members must impair 
the efficiency of any Administration. 

I have now referred to the general 
grounds upon which the withdrawal of Mr. 
Stanton from my administration seemed 
to be proper and necessary; but 1 cannot 
omit to .state a special ground, which, if it 
stood alone, would vindicate my action. 

The sanguinary riot which occurred in 
the city of New Orleans on the 20th of 
August, 18«>6, justly aroused pu'blic in- 
dignation and public inquiry, not only as 
to those who were engaged ia it, but as to 
those, who more or less remotely, might 
I be held to re; ponsibility for its occiirreqce. 

I I need not remind the Senate of the effort 
j made to fix that responsibility on the 
President. The charge was openly made, 
and again and again reiterated all through 
the land, that tiie Presideut was warned 
in time, but refused to interfere. 

By telegrams from the Lieutenant-Gov- 
I ernor and Attorney General of Louisiana, 

I dated the 27th and ‘J-ith of August, I was 
advised that a body of delegates, claiming 
I to be a CoDstiluiioual Convention, were 
I about to assemble in New Orleans; that 
I the matter was before the Graud Jury, hut 
that it would De impossible to execute civil 
I process without a riot, and this question 
I was asked: “is the military to interfere 
I to prevent process of Court ' This ques- 
tion was asked at a time when the civil 
courts were in the full exercise of their 
\ authority, and the answer sent by tele- 
' graph on the same 28th of August was 
I this: “‘The military will be expected to 
sustain and not interfere with the pro- 
ceedings of the courts." 

I On the same 28ih of August the follow- 
i ing telegram was sent to Mr. Stanton, oy 
’ Major Gen. Baird, then (owing to the a!^ 
sence of Gen. Sheridan i in command uf 
the military at New Orlean.s; 

I "The linn. Kdtriie JI. Stanton. Serre- 
taiy of If'ar: A Convention ha.s been 
called, with the sanction of Gov. Wells, to 
meet here on Monday. The Lieutenant- 
Governor and city authorities think it uu- 
lawfiil, and propose to break it up by ar- 
re.sting the delegates. I have given no 
orders on the subject, but have warned 
the parties that 1 could not countenance 
or permit such action without instruction 
to that effect from the President. Please 
instruct me at ouce by telegraph." 

The 28th of August was on Saturday. 

\ The next morning, tbe 20th, this dispatch 
was received by Mr. Stanton at his resi- 
I dence in this city, lie took no action up- 
, on it, and neither sent instructions to 
> Gen. Baird himself nor presented it to 
I me for such instructions. On the ne.xt 
day (Monday! the riot occurred. I never 
saw this dispatch from Gen. Baird until 
some ten days or two weeks after the riot, 
when, upon my call for all the dispatches, 
with a view to their publication, Mr. Stan- 
ton sent It to me. 'These facts all appear 
I in the te.stiiiiony of Mr. Stanton 'aefore the 
Judiciary Committee, in the impeachment 
iLvestigation. 

On the 3(iih, the day of the riot, and af- 
ter it was suppressed, Gen. Baird wrote to 
Mr. Stanton a long letter, from which I 
make the following extracts; 

“Sir; I have the honor to inform you 
that a very serious riot occurred here to- 
I day. I had not been applied t* by tbe 
I convention for protection, hut the Lieu- 
' tenant Governor and the Mayor had freely 
consulted with me, and I was so fully con- 
vinced that it was so strongly the intent of 
tbe city authorities to preserve tbe peace, 
in order to prevent military interference, 
that I did nut regard an out'orea'x as a 
thing to be apprehended. The Lieutenant- 
Governor bad assured me that even if a 
writ of arrest was issued by the Court, the 
Sheriff would not attempt to serve it with- 
cut my permission, and, for to-day, they 
designed to suspend it I inclose* here- 
with copies of my correspondence with the 
Mayor, aud a dispatch which the Lieu- 
tenant Governor claims to have received 
from the President. 1 regret that no reply 
to my dispatch to you of Saturday has yet 
reached me. General Sheridan is still 
absent in Texas. ” 

Tbe dispatch of Gen. Baird of the 2sth, 
asks for immediate instructions, and his 
letter of the 3Uth, after detailing the terri- 
ble riot which had just happened, ends 
with the expression of regret that the in- 
structions which he asked for were not 
sent It is not the fault or the error or 
the omission of tbe President that this 
military commander was left without in- 
structions, but for all omissions, for all 
errors, fur all failures to instruct, when 
iustructions might have averted this 
calamity, the I’resident was openly and 
pertiatently held responsible. 

instantly, without waiting for proof, the 
delinquency of the President woe. herald- 
ed in every form of utterance. Mr. .‘stan- 
ton knew then that the President was not 
responsible for this deli n<inenry The ex- 
culpation was iu bis power, but it was not 
given by him to the public, and only to tbe 
President iu obedience to a requisition for 
all ibe dispatches. 

No one regrets more than ray.self that 
Gtn. Baird's request was not brought to 



my nctic*. It is clear from his dispatch 
and letter, that, if the Secretary of War 
bad given him proper instrnctions, the 
riot which rose on the assembling of the 
Convention would have been averted 
There may be those ready to say that I 
would have given no instructions even if 
the dispatch had reached me in time; but 
all must admit that I ought to hare had 
tbe opportnnity. 

T be following ia the testimony given by 
Mr. Stanton before the Impeachment In- 
vestigating Committee aa to this dispatch 
“Q. Referring to the dispatch of the 
2.-<th of July by Gen. Baird, I "ask you 
whether that dispatch, on its receipt, was 
communicated? A. I received that dis- 
patch on Sunday forenoon; I e.xamined it 
carefully, and considered tbe question pre- 
sented; I did not see that I could give any 
instructions different from the line of ac- 
tion which Gen. Baird proposed, and 
made no answer to the dispatek 

‘ Q. I see it stated that this was receive^! 
at 10:‘20 P, M , was that the hoar at which 
it was received by you? A. That is the 
date of its reception in tbe telegraph 
office Saturday night; I received it ou 
Sunday forenoon, at my residence: a copy 
of the dispatch was furnished to the Presi- 
dent several days afterward along with all 
the other dispatches and communications 
on that snbject, but it was not furnished 
by me before that time; I suppose it may 
have been 10 or 16 days afterward 
‘'Q.«'l he President himself being in cor- 
respondence with those parties upon the 
I same subject, would it not have bwa 
; proper to have advised him of the reeep- 
j tion of that dispatch? A. I know nothing 
abont bis correspondence, and know noth- 
ing about any correspondence except this 
one dispatch; we had intelligence of the 
riot on Thursday morning, tbe riot had 
taken place on Monday.'' 

It is a difficult matter to define all the 
relations which exist between the heads of 
departments and the President The le- 
gal relations are well enough defined. The 
Constitution places these officers in the 
relation of his adrisers when he calls 
upon them for advice. The acts of Con- 
gress go further; take for example the act 
of 1780, creating the War iJepartment It 
provides that “there shall be a principal 
officer therein, to be called the iiecretary 
fer the Department of War, who shall per- 
form and exeente such duties aa shall 
from time to time be enjoined on or in- 
trusted to him by the President of the 
United States:’’ “and furthermore, the 
said principal officer shall conduct the 
business of the said department in such 
manner as the President of the United 
States shall, from time to time, order and 
I instruct.’’ 

I Provision is also made for the appoint- 
ment of an inferior officer 'oy the head of 
the department, to be called tbe Chief 
Clerk, ‘‘who, whenever said principal offi- 
cer shall be removed from office by the 
President of the United States," shall 
have the charge and custody of the books, 
records, and papers of the department 
The legal relation is analojgous to that 
of principal and agent It is the Presi- 
dent upon whom the Constitution devolres, 
as bead of the Executive Departmeut the 
duty to see that the laws are faithfully 
executed; but as he cannot execute them 
in person, he is allowed to select his 

* agents, and is made responsible for their 
i acts within just limita So complete is 
! this presumed delegation of authority in 
I relation to a head of department to the 
! President, that the Snpreme Court of tbe 

United States has decided that an order 
i made by a bead of department is pre- 
' sumed to be made by the President him- 

The principal, upon whom such re- 
."ponsibility is placed for the acts of a 
subordinate, ought to be left ms free as 
possible in the matter of selection and of 
dismiseal. To hold him to responsibility fur 
an officer beyopd his control — to leave Ihe 
question of the fitness of such an agent 
to be decided for him and not by him, to 
allow- such a sutiordinate, when the Presi- 
dent, moved by ‘‘public considerations of 
a high character," requests hit resigna- 
tion, to assume for himself sn eqnal right 
to act upon bis own coaclusions para- 
mount to those of the Pre.siJent, to allow 
all this is to reverse the just order of ad- 
ministration, and to place tbesa!>orJinat»

President was unwilling to allow Mr. 

' Stanton to remain in his administration, 
Mr. Stanton was equally unwilling to al- 
I low the President to carry on his adminis-

In the great debate which took place in 
. the House of Uepreaentatives in 1783, ia 
' tbe first organization of the principal de- 
, partments, Mr. Madison spoke sts fullows; 
“It i.s evidently tbe intention of the 
Constitution that the first magistrate 
should be responsible fur the Executiye 
Department. So far, therefore, as we do 
rotlroake the officers who are to aid him 
in the duties of that department responsi- 
ble to him, he is not responsible to the 
' country. Again, is there no dxtiger that 
an officer, when he is appointed by tbe 
concurrence of the Senate, and has friends 
I in that body, may choose rather to risk 
bis establishment on the favor of that 
branch than rest it upon tbe discharge of 
' his duties to the satisfaction of the Exec- 
utive branch, which is constitutionally au- 
, thorized to iospect and control bis cjo- 
I duct? And if it should happen that the 
officers connect themselves with the Sea- 
I ate, they may mutually support each 
! other, and for want of efficacy, reduce tbe 
j power of the President to a mere vapor, 
I in which case his responsibility would be 
annihilated, and the expectation of it is 
I unjust. The high executive officers, joined 
j in cabal with the Senate, would lay the

“But, if proof be necessary, what is 
then tbe consequence? Vfby, in nine 
' cases out of ten, where the case is very

' cannot be produced, because it is abso- 
lutely impossible to produce the necessa- 
ry evidence. Is tbe Senate to proceed 
without evidence? Some gentlemen con- 
tend uot Then the olject will be lost 
.8hall a man, under these circumstances, 
be saddle^ upon the President, who has 
been appointed for no other purpose 
but to aid the President in p>-rfurming 
certain duties? Shall he be continued, T 
ask again, against the will of the Presi- 
dent? If he is, where is the responsibili- 
ty? Are you to look for it in the Presi- 
dent, who has no control over the officer, 
HO power to remove him if he acts unfeel- 
ingly or unfaithfully? Without you make 
him responsible, you weaken- and destroy 
tbe strength and beauty of your system. 
What is to be done in cases which caa 
only be known from a long acquaintance 
with the conduct of an officer ?“ 

1 had indulged the hope that upon tbe 
assembling of Congress 5lr. Stanton would 
have ended this unpleasant complication, 
according to the intimation given in his 
note of August 12ih. The duty which I 
have felt myself called upon to perform 
was by DO means agreeable; but I feel 
that 1 am not responsible for the contro- 
versy or for the consequences. 

I'apleasant as this u^esaary change in 
my Cabioet baa been to me, upon personal 
cersiderations, I have the consolation to 
be assured that, so far as the pu'olic inter- 
ests are involved, there is no cau-te for re- 
gret. Salutary reforms have been intro- 
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duced by the Secretary ad interim, and 
great redactions of expenses have been 
effected under bis odminiatration at tbe 
War Itepartment, to tbe saving of sailliona 
to the Treasury.

THE FRIGHTFUL DISASTER ON THE 
VERMONT central RAILROAD. 

The Burlington - Vt) Free Presa of 
I nursday evening gives a detailed oct-ouat 
of the terribly fatal accideat on tbe Ver- 
mont Central railroad, at tbe Harlow 
bridge, near Nortbfield, on W'edaeelav 
afternoon, from which we quote tbe Col- 
lowing 

I he bridge crossed a deep raviae a mile 
and a half below Norihlield, through which 
ran Dog river there is but a small stream) 
and the highway, seventy feet below tbe 
road bed. Tbi- end abntments of tbe 
bridge are over thirty feet in height, aad 
the sides of the ravine slope precipitously 
to the highway and stream. The work- 
men had taken dinner at Nortbfield, and 
were returning to their work, batweea 1 30 
and 2 o'clock, in a traia of a ai Bgla car, 
CDgine, and tender. Tnis was 'oacked rap- 
idly to the bridge by the engineer, Frank 
Abliott, till when close to the bridge tba 
fireman called his attention to the rapid 
rate at which they were approaching the 
chasm. The engineer then reversed his 
engine and made every effort ta stap, bat 
too late. The car was backed right off 
the abutment and fell with iu living 
freight of ninety men to the frosen grqu^ 
and rocke, kilting fourteen men ontright, 
injaring another so that death has follow- 
ed, and serioa.<!y wounding some thirty 
others, while no one who went down es- 
caped injnry. The tender followed the 
car, faUiog npon lU rains and the shatter- 
ed bodies oelow. The engine stopped oa 
the very brink of the abutment 

Tbe alarm was given, nnd reacne for 
the wounded waa soon at hand, but owing 
to the situation of affairs and scanty halp 
at hand first, some two boors elap^ be- 
fore some of the wounded, who were held 
to the frozen ground by the shattered 
'oeams and rains of tbe tender, were res- 
cued. 

Via learn from a gentleman who saw 
the wreck that the car did sot break ia 
twa Tke roof broke off. TUa tides and 
bottom are still together, hot with every 
seat and movable thing swept out, lay 
pitching down into the stream. 'THe killed 
and wounded were many of them Canadi- 
ans, others were well-known mechaaics, 
many of them were men with ^rniliaa, 
which are of coarse thrown into deep dis- 
tress. 

. Tbe catastrophe is by far ths most fatal 
one that baa ever occurred oa any Ver- 
mont railroad, and has occasioned n deep 
sensation along the ; ood aad ia our eoas- 
muniiy. The sole blame for it appears 
to rest on the engineer, Mr. AbIwtL Ha 
was one of the moat experienced engi- 
neers on the road and esteemed perfect^ 
trusty and capable. We hear that the ex- 
planation he gives is that ha “aever 
thought’ but be was running down the 
road with a train as usual, till the fire- 
man reminded him of the bridge, when it 
was too late to stop the train.

H. Sh .rpe to Europe, under or- 
ders Bom that department, to ascertain 
whether any citizen of the United States 
in that quarter, other than those hitherto 
suspected, arc charged with haring been 
concerned in the assassination of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and the attempted as.sas- 
sination ol the Secretary of State. Mr. 
Sharpe's visit seem# to have been for the 
purpose of identifying persons connected 
with SurraU, and to ascertain whether 
the latter had dealings with any rebels, 
either in England or on the continent, 
while on bis way to the Papal States. He 
ascertained at the British foreign office 
that, on the 13th of October, 146.'>, Sur- 
ratt obtained a passport, through the in- 
fluence of leading rebel sympathizers iu 
England, to visi the Papal States. 

Mr. Sharpe then proceeded to Rome, 
where he had been informed that Surratt 
bad left many important papers. He 
found nothing but Surratt s passport, 
which, it seems, had been obtained Bom 
the Provincial Government of Canada, 
and bad also received the signatiFc of the 
United States Consul-General there. 
After detailing bis researches at length, 
Mr. Sharpe closes by saying, that, in his 
opinion, no legal or re.osonable proof is 
iu existence of the participation of any 
persons in Europe who were former citi- 1 
zens of the United States such as to call 
for the action of this Government.

While Jifferson Davis was a lieutenant 
rf ilrngc.nns in the I'nifeil States army, 
Mr. Patrick H. Coleman, nephew of John 
Uulrniaii, Esq , ofthi.s cou-jty, well known 
and nn:versu!ly esteemed, was a private 
in the Fame regiment. The portion of the I 
regiment to which Davis and Coleman be- 
longed was stationed on the frontier, aud 
wa.A much distressed for want of subsist- 
ence. Being far reiwovid from civiliza- 
tion. it was found necessary that whem a 
soldier became so ill that he could not sit 
on his horse, and the probabilities were 
that he would die, to place him at the 
foot of a tree, chop a limb partially off, I 
so that it would hang down and thus serve ‘ 
the double purpose of shading him from 1 
tl.e sun while he lived, aud of marking hit < 
grave when he was dead. Young Coleman , 
was taken very sick and found himself in 
this predU ament, abandoned by bis coin- | 
rades to die, with nothing left him but bis ; 
blanket and pistul. as was the custom. 
Being destitute of provisions, the men ' 
then scattered through the woods to 1 
gather berries for their meal. Upm re- 
turning to the spot, preparatory to taking , 
their filial departure, JJeut. Davis looked 
in upon Coleman through the branches of . 
the tree, and remarked to him, ‘‘.So, * 
my poor fellow, you are going 1 
to die'.' Coleman replied, “I sup- | 

po.-e so. l*avi.s then jiiit bis hand in ^ 

his jiocket, pulled out the handful of ber- I 
lies he had gathered for his own subsist- j 
fi:ce. and laid them down by Coleman s 1 
side, sajing: ‘‘Here, take the.se. You! 
will need them more than I do. ' The 
soldiers left the place, but hud been gone 
but a few minutes when a large wolf came ! 
to the spot and gazed in upon the pros- i 
trute soldier, evidently familiar to such I 
scenes, and willing to wait till the man ' 
was dead, feeling certain that he was, 
•otmer or later, sure of his prey, Mr. ' 
Coleman ra sed the pistol and pointed : 
at the brute — which did not change its ' 
position — fired, and killed it. Cole-; 
man now gathered all his energies, 
determined to leave the living tomb 1 
and join bis companions, if possi- i 
ble. They were compelled to make 
a detour round a high bluff, and be made ' 
ha.F way to tho crest of the hill for the 
purpose of endeavoring to attract their 
attention while passing. He was sne- 
ccssful, but some of the more supersti- 
tious believed th.-it it was not Coleman, 
but bis ghost. Others, however, went to 
his rescue, carried him into the midst of 
his command, strapped him to his horse, 
and cared for him till they reached the 1 
settlements, where, with care and uurs- ' 
ing. he recovered, and is still alive. Mr. 
Coleman now resides in Western Ken- 
tucky. He enlisted in Louisville in a ro- 
mantic freak, being •ngagej at the time 
as a clerk or 'oook-keeper in a large mer- 
cantile house. The story is a strange 
one, but there is no reason to doubt that 
the main facts, as here related, are en- 
tirely true. — N'eie Albany Ledyer. 

A FnEEDMAX Drowxs H 1 M.SE 1 .K FOR Hat- 
ini. otvKX THE Wr.oxt; Vote.— Our readers 
will recollect, says the Danville Times, 
that we noticed in our last issue the sui- 
cide of Rharoah Glass, a well known aud 
highly respected colored citizen of Cas- 
well county.

Fharoab had been missing for several ' 
days previous, aad no one had any idea 
where he had gone. His wife thought h? 
had gone to Greer.s'ooro.' IIis neighbors ’ 
and friends were uneasy about him be- 
cause, they said, he had never been him- i 
self since the election. One of bis par- 1 
ticular friends went to see his, and asked 
him how he felt ‘‘Badly, said he, "you 
all gave the wrong vote and fo did I.’’ 
His wife Fays, she observed a marked ' 
dilierenee ia liiiii ever after he cast his 
vote. I’Laroah Glass voted the Radical 
ticket, and was oae of the board of Regis- 
tration.

Clerkenwell Prison is situated in Clerk- 
er.wel), one of the most populous parishes 
ot London. It is a brick building surroun- 
ded by a wall some twenty feet high, with 
an entrance in the centre, approached by 
a wide drive some fifty feet deep from the 
outer wall. The bouses facing the front 
of the prison are not more than forty fegt 
distant, and are inhabited by the working 
classes, many being journeymen watch- 
makers or jewelers. Clerkenwell, for 
many years, has been noted for the vast 
nil niber of artificers devoted specially to 
these trades residing within its limits. 
The close proximity of the opposite 
houses to tho front wall probably occa- 
sioned the destruction of twenty of them, 
as wc ate advised by the cable.

In Ihe French Academy of Sciences 
there has been read a description of tho 
phenomena of light in an artificial grotto 
cut in a Swiss glacier.

Bcffalo, Dec. 13. 

Ab Bwful accident occurred yesterday 
mhemoon on the Lake Shore road, twenty- 
one milef front here, near a place called 
Angola. The train from the west due 
here at 1 :'M, to connect with the train go- 
ing east, ran off the track. One car was 
thrown down a bank thirty feet, and the 
coach burnt up and some thirty persons 
consumed by fire. Another coach went 
down a ledge about twenty feet, and 
twelve or fourteen passengers were killed, 
and a large number wounded. 

A soon as information of the accident* 
reached Buffalo word was conveyed to a 
Dumber of our pbysicisms. and by t o'clock 
a number of them had reached the depot, 
and in comMnv with Wm. Williams, Pres- 
ident, and K. B. Brown, Superintendent, 
and other officials of the road, took a train 
at 5 o’ slock. The scene of the accident 
was reached. The bridge crosses the Big 
Sister creek, about a quarter of a mile 
east of the village of Angola. The train 
to which the accident happened was of 
the Lake Shore road— the 5>ew York ex- 
press from Cleveland and due in this city 
at 1 .30 P. M., but was two hours late, hav- 
ing been detained by a 'oroken bridge on 
the Cleveland and Toledo railroaiT It 
was composed of three first-class coaches 
filled with passengers, and a smoking car, 
and two baggage cars, and was under the 
conductorsbip of Mr. Frank Sherman, of 
this city. Silver Creek was the last sta- 
tion stopped at prior to the acciden', and 
Angola was passed about three o’clock, the 
traia going, as it stated, at a spe^ ot 
about twenty miles an hour. 

From Angola to the bridge over the Big 
Sisters Creek, however, the road it a down 
grade, and it is possible that the train was 
going at a greater speed than that men- 
tion^ when the casualty occurred. Be 
that as it may, everything was apparently 
all right when the todge was reached, and 
when the train had crossed half way over 
a fearful jerk was experienced by those on 
board, and the next moment the coach was 
detached and went plunging off the bridge 
and down the abyss to the ice, a distance 
of thirty or forty feet The brakes were 
at once applied, but before the train could 
be stopped, the coupling of the second 
coach bad become bfoken, and it too got 
off the track and rolled down the em- 
bankment. landing on iu side at the bot- 
tom. So suddenlv had all this happeaed 
that not one of the inmates of either of 
the two coaches had time to make their 
escape, and without a moment s warning 
some forty or fifty persons were hurried 
into the presence of their Maker. 

The scene which was presented to the 
eyes of the inmates of the other can when 
the train was stopped was a fearful one. 
The car which first went over the preci- 
pice took fire iuktantly, and before any 
penoB conld get to it the flames made 
rapid headway and in a few moments was 
ablaze. The persons on the spot proceed- 
ed to render sul the assistance they could, 
but only some four or five persons were ! 
saved from the burning cnr. The re- 
mnioder, some forty or fifty, men, women, 
nnd children, were consumed with the car. 
H’bile the portion of the passengers who 
had escaped injury gave their attention 
to the burning car the balance attended 
to the other, which had also taken fire. ; 
Fortunately the flames in the latter in- ' 
stance were extinguished before they i 
made much bead way. and as speedily as I 
possible the injured, dead, and dying were j 
taken from the car, and with the few res- ! 
cued trom the burning car were conveyed ' 
to residences near at hand. How many 
penabed in the burning car it is utterly 
impossibia as yet to say. and it is very 
probable will not be known for some time. 
Tbc place where the first car struck, after 
being precipitated off the bridge, was diffi- 
cult of access, and, after rescuing the half

selves were sent to the National Hotel, it 
being the most convenient. Every ar- 
rangement po'sible for their comfort was 
made by the officers of the road, who were 
conspicnous in vigilant attention to the 
welfare of the wounded. An examina- 
tion of the track showed that the acciJest 
could not have occurred from it, and must 
be referred to a detective wheel or axle. 
The real cause will probably never be as- 
certained.

.Mso seven boxes, containing the remains 
of twenty five persons. J 

In the car that was consumed were 
teals for forty-eight persons, all filled, 
and a number standing. There were 
probably not less than fifty persons in all, 
of which only three are known to have ' 
escaped. Among those who perished in 
this car were the following: Mr. Stewart, ' 
President of the Oil Creek Railroad; he j 
was teen when the car wat burning, and 
was bcreaming (or God's sake for help, 
but it conld not b« rendered, S. K. Thomp- 
son. Worcester, Mass., dead . A. 11. Spear, 
of Northeast, Pennsylvania, first reported 
at W H. Ross, dead; A. M. Martin, un- 
known, dead. There are a few more that 
may b« recognized, but the most in the 
consumed car were burned to ashes The 
screams of those inside conld be heard 
for over fifteen minutes.
